| OF THE 
Nobility, Gentry, and Commanders 
of His Majeſties Forces of the Province of - 
aus ULSTER. 


2J@ Hereas wee are given. to underſtand, 
That ſomill-atfeted Members , tor 
1 private reſpects of their own, and 

- malice to our Partie, have endeavo- 
red to ſow {edition and diſcard be. 
twixt us,and {uchas are well-affeted 
to his Majeſtic ; both of the Scottiſh - 
Nation, and others, alluring many of them, from time 
to time, to harbor very prejudicial and jealous thoughts 
of our proceedings, by caſting the calumnie, and aſſper- 
fionon us, Thatgurintention and actions tend rather to 
our own particular Ends and private Aim, then to the 
advancement and preſervation of his ſacred Majeſtic's 
Intereſt, Crown, and Dignitic in this Land; whichevill 
PRO can produce nothing , but ſad , deſtructive, and 
amentable cffe&s , as it is too roo well known already 


by wofull experience : For it is moſt palpably evident 


that the like unhappie miſconſtru&ion enforced the Scots 
at firſt to riſe in Arms , and invade England againſt his : 
Majcſtie, their own ficſh and blood; that occaſioned the 
falling out of the 7riſh,and Scors in the beginning of theſe 
Wars of Jreland. That was onelic and folie the y_—_

of the beheading of his late Majeſtic of happie memorie, 


all cheſe miſchiefs beeing perpetrated by the praQtice, 
and policie of the Up- ſtarts of England that this day 
trample under foot in miſerie, thraldom , and ſlaverie, 
the Nobillitie, and Gentrie of England by cram, and ex- 
alting the baſcſt abortive Scums of that Kingdom, to 
the greateſt hight of Honor, Power, and Command; 
that allured the Scots hitherto to endanger their lives, en- 


deavors, and fortunes, fir# in England, as aforeſaid, and- 


ſecondlyin this Kingdom againſt our Nation when wee 
little exſpected ever anic ſuch ſedition , or quarrel could 
bee fomenred berwixt us, and them, orthat they havin 

once in tIicir hands all the Forts, and Gariſons in this 
Province(excepting a few) ſhould bee ſo far deceived by 
the ſiniſter practice of the Parlament of England, as that 
they have not at preſent the Command of any of them 


in all Uſer, fo as conſequently it isto bee feared , ere 


long none of the Scortrſh will bee ſuffered, either Gentrie, 
or Commonalty to inhabit in any part of rhis Province, 
bordering on th2ir native Kingdom of Scotland: All which 
wee cannot chool bur ſadly take to heart z and that the 
rither, becauſwee fee our fcllow-ſubjeds ſo miſled, and 
with-drawn from their obedience to his Majeſtic in not 
f1d1ng with us inthe preſent ſervice, miſ-conftruting,by 
the evil ſuggeſtionot others, our endeayors and inten- 
tions , which mighr{ufficientlie give is an occaſion of 
diſcouragement; whereas our Partie, and Nation for the 
clearing and removal of all paſt miſchievous prattices 
of that kinde on our parts,and prevention of anie the like 
jealoufte,and diſcord hereafter , Wee thought it neceſ- 
ſarie, and do accordingly declare and avew, inthe fight of 
the great God of Heaven and the World, That our 1n- 
tentious-and Reſolutions are, tothe laſt man, to cndeavor,

with the loſs of our lives, eſtates, and fortunes, the ad- 
vancement and preſervation of his Majeſties fervice and 
intereſt in this Kingdom , and of all thoſe whatſoever 
that proſecute his quarrel ſo far forth , as wee bee nor 
troubled in the free exerciſe of our Religion, as wee will 
no way hinder or trouble anie perſonor perſons of what 
Nation, or qualitie ſoEver adhering to his Majeſtie, to 
excrcie , and embrace his or their own profeffion , or 
Religion : All which, with Qods aſſiſtance, ouraQions 
ſhall cre long more expreſly manifeſt in the view of the 
world. 


Finally , Ir is our intention that wee ſhall make no di- 


ſtingion or difference between our ſclvs, and ſo many of 


the Scottiſh, or other Nation whatſoever , that now ſhall 


(as wee invite them with Heart and Hand ) joyn 1n his 


Majeſties ſervice, or anie wate freelie contribute to, or 
countenance tke ſame. but as becommeth Brethren, and 
fellow-ſubjes ingaged in one quarrel fortheir true and 
lawfull King.

EI IF Hat Truth is the Daughterof time hath been 
ſaid of old, and is made manifeſt by e- 
verie dates experience. What hath bzen 
contrived and tranſafted heretofore in 
Cloſets, come's now to bee publiſhed by 
the Attors them{elvs ro the view of the 

2), bm © / world. Ithath been long believed by 

POET? thok who took the boldnets to exa- 
mine thoſe As 'of darkneſs ( and by thoſe things that did 
appear, and were in motion, to judg the things unſeen,andthe 
Principles of thoſe proceedings _) that there was a verie good 
underſtanding between the late King and the Triſh Afalrimes. 
And though at firft they were to bear the Odium- ot their horrid 
and ever to bee d:teſted Murtbers, and endeayor of the ex{tirpa- 
tion ofthe Engliſþ Name and Intereſt there ; And tor that pur- 
poſe were diretully devoted to de{tru&tion, and marked our arff 
diſtinguiſhed for it by Pcoclamation;of which yet a ſpecial care 
was taken,by the late Tyrants expre(s Order, that onely fourtie 
Copies, and no more, ſhould b.e printed, and none of them de- 
livered out, without his like ſpecial Order, leit too. manie 
ſhould know hee had called them Enemies , whom hee 
intended to make uſe of, as of his good Catholick Sub- 
jets of Ireland , for ſpecial ſervice ; when the work, a- 
greed on between them, had once been finiſhed there. 
And accordingly ſoon after they had ated their Butcherie, and 
made that miſerable deſtraftion of the poor unarmed Engliſh, 
whom the rare government and policie of that place, manared 
by the Baſba's of his Tyrannie, had Sept unarmed; ( for their 
better ſecuritic no doubt among inveterate Enemies) And that 


ſufficient foxces were lent hence by the Parlament of England to 
- chaltize 
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-chaſtize witha juſt retribution thoſe bloadieMartherers,w 
they were like to receiv another reward for their good ſer - 
vice to his ſacred Majeſtie, then: thty had agreed for, atid bee 
like enough to give eye for eye, tooth for tooth, and life for 
lite, They were then preſently taken into his Protetion, and 
a Ceſſation made with them, thar they might bee reſerved tor 
the future ſevice they were deſigned unto, namely the Congueſt 
of Scotland: To which ſervice ſom of them were diſpatched, ſo 
foon asby the drawing over of thoſe apoſtatizing Engliſh who 
beeing ſent thither by the Parlament, co whom by ſpecial Att 
the managing of that War was committed, for reducing that 
Kingdom to the obedience of this, the reſt of theſe good Iriſh 
could be left in acondition of ſecuritic againſt thoſe few Engl: 
that remained faithful to their Truft and Intereſt. And: how 
fairly they attempred, and how neerly effcfted that conqueſt 
under the leading of Mortroſs joined with his Northern and 
Weſtern Mountaineers, is very well known : when, after ſeve- 
ral bloodie skirmiſhes beyond the Forth.at laſt,by the total rout 
of all their.forces at Kilſyth,there was no place ot ſafetie leit tor 
any perſons of qualitie that were Covenanteers, but they were 
forced to ſeek it in England. Burt all this is now difſembled and 
muſt bee forgotten ; And their good fouls becing now as full 
of Love and Candor, as they were once of Blood and Murther, 
are extremely afflifted with a pang of Ingenuitie, to think there 
ſhould bee ſome 71!- affefted Members, ( they ſay not of what bo- 
die) that ſhould goe about to ſow ſedition and diſcord, they mean ſure 
(for their Declaration is not guiltie of proper expreſdion everie 
where ) to beget ſome KT Hour Tiep 4 becween them who 
have but one End, Namely, the Scot5Kings ſacred Majeſtics In- 
tereſt; And they think ita foul Calunnie, that they ſhould bee ſaid 
to have any particular ends 'or private aim, but onely are carri- 
ed with a ſingle intention to the preſervation of che faid In» 
tereſt, Wee ſhouJd not much difpute what they affirm, it they 
would tell us what this Intereſt 18,*whether the trze Intereſt of _ 
the late King,oran aſe one ; for of the preſent Intereſts, Wee 
ſhall ay nothing. The 1 oneal] rationall men, that are ac- 
quainted with affairs of State, can Judg as well as hee could, 
or as they can; and do believe-thar it was not for-that BRO

that ſomany people ofthe Engliſh Nation were Murthered and 


deſtroied, and that the Popiſh Religion ſhould bee onely per- 
mitted there. But 'tis very: the Incereſt that Tyrant pro- 
pounded was a perfetly- Arbitrarie and Deſpotical rule,which hee 
could tinde none, but they, ſo baſe as to bee ſabſervient to ſet- 
tle. The reward of their ſervice ſhould therefore bee to ſettle 
the Poplſh Religion in Treland, and to tolerate the praCtice of 
that worſhip in as, 4 And to com certainly to the End, viz. 
Tyrannie, hee would balk no way 3 War, Murther, Poperic, 
all acceptable, all lawfull;onely the nearelt was beſt, and ruled 
his eleftion. _ $22 

 Butthat they ſhould bee ſuch true and loyal Subjedts, as they 
thus publickly precend, is a licde hard to beleey 3 Wee muſt 
theretore examine upon what grounds they became ſo ; Old 
quarrels and,inveterate feu'ds are notuſually exſtin&, but upon 
verie evident advantages and ſignal obligations. *Tis well 
known, when King 7ames had a delign to make a nova Scotia in 
Ireland, hee was not verie daintie of appronng the Iriſh, to 
make way tq gratifie his unbluſhing begging Nation ; whoſe 
deep ſenCl of their beggerie made them inſenhtible of what ever 
they received; and the obverſation of the dreadful and bated 
Images of their former ſtate of life kept them in continual fear, 
that nothing;could bee ſufficient to afſure them they ſhouldnot 
again bee as they were : And:therefore with a wilde profuſenes, 
which.onely the Scots call liberaltie, hee tatroduced multicudes 
of them into the Province of- Viſter, into thoſe lands which 
the Iriſb then .be]eeved they might have deſerved as well, if an 
Att of grace had reſtored-them to the polſzeffion of that which 
"twas their ill hap,their AnceFor's former Rebellion had forfeited. 
And indeed, by reaſon of his known weakneſs and impotencie 
in giving, that whole Province was alceadie poſsefſed in-their 
hopes, and a deſign was laid intime to bave in realitie, by find- 
ing ſome or other to forieit, alfo the - Engliſh Plantations there; 
and accordinzly they begari with that belonging to Londoxn,thar 
thefirong Town of Derrie, nd aMo that of Coleraine.coming: 
ipto the diſpoſe of the Royal bountie, beſtowed for the re-; 
wards of an anknown virtue, -mightal(o bee made Scottifh, tor 
tbe bett-r (:curitie of ail the reſt : daring all the time the Jriſ. 
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xete fall of Complaints; and there was no ſuch affe&ion in 
them co the Royal Intereſt, which was then to enrich his own 
fleſh and bloud with the donations and diſtributions of the 
targe Patrimonie ot their Predecefſors. Andatter the Jate Ty- 
Fant catne torule, while his covetouſnels was yer chiefly in bis 
ec, the whole Province of Comaght muſt bee planted for ſatisfy- 
ing of it, That is, it maſt deecaken from the Triſh and old Eng- 
liſh (now breom allo Iriſh) upon the account of ſom forſei- 
tares by farmer Rebellions, and in order thereto a ſurvey was 
made. of the whole Province,and there wanted nothing but di- 
{tribution. But upon the coming hicher of the Commiſſioners 
frc mthe Parlament of Ireland in the year whereof the 
moit part were Papiſts, and who by the Queens mediation were 
received with fpecial favor, that whole buſineſs was laid aſide, 
and there was no more ſpeech of the Plantation of Connaght; 
but after mane ſecret conferences with the Popiſh part of thoſe 
CON. ven the effe& whereof _—_ OT Wore - 
ver acquainted, were received mto yrants ſpecial 
vor, and went home wich great fatizfaQtion of hin, And ic 
mult bee beleeved that ir was ſom yu ſervice they were to 
do, for which hee would givea whote Province, which hee al. 
readic accounted his own. Andthe firſt apparent A& of their 
gratitude for giving over the proſecution of that plantation, 
and mto-ſuch ſpecial inctimacie was their Barba- 
rous Miriber and- Afoftination of the Engliſh, and their endea - 
vor torxitiepareal} Monuments nor onely of the Engliſh name, 
bur of tp Rain» gg civilkie,that was brought thicher by them; 
and yer, after this, the ſame favors continued to them by that 
King, and all endeavors: uſed: by him, to-keep them from juſt 
puniſhment: for their perpetrated nameleſs, matchleſs wicked- 
nets; in Compariton whereof, the Sicilian Veſpers , the Parifien 
Nuptials, and tbe Mattens of the Valtoline have loſt much of their 
tame,and maſt give place in-all thoughts of abhorrencie to the 
inferna] ations of theſe Monſters. And the grante after made 
wiem in favor of Poperie by -Ormond-in his. firſt Treatiewith 
them, and rhoſe additional ſecret ones by Glamorgan, which his 
own Intira&ions take notice of, as ſuch as were not fit for him- 
gablickly to grant by Ormond, his Licuecnant,a#hee called him,

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inde Ge ae. of his affairs : i _ ng. 9 wrt own al 
thele things (which to open largely, were £ ject ofa Vo- 
lame, 98. rows rw be coneint? do evidence ond con+ 
tradition that the Inter:ft, to which tho'e loyall fouls do with 
fo great candor and integritie adhere, is the Intereſt of Poperre, 
28 agreed to bee made ſ{ubſcrvient to the ultimate Roiall Intc- 
reſt of abfolate Tyranny. 

And yet theſe poor Scots muſt bee bored through the noſe 
with a bulruſh, and made believ that chis Intereit and their 
Kirk-latereſt are verie reconciliable in that Communi tertio of the 
King's ſacred Majeſtic. And that they might well enough agree, 
if it were nat for l-effetted Aembers that would caul ſom mif- 
underſtanding between them. would make them belicy 
= at ip mo _ o _ 99 ras in gr (which 
they will needs call a War no quarrel againſt che 
Scottiſh Nation, but *twas brought on and occaſioned by this 
partic working diviſion. Indeed 'tis.true that for afew of che 
firſt dajes after the beginning of that horcid Butcherie, they did 
forbear the ScotchNation, knowing their natures ſuch,as 
they would bee content to fit ill, and (ee the Engliſh deftroied, 
fo chey might eſcape, there would bee the more room for Co- 
lonies of their Nation ; And it would bee mach more cafie to 
deal with one Nation then with both. And alſo for that they 
knew the Scots had then in Scotland fom formed forces ftand- 
ing, that might in few hours have bcen tranſported , becing 
ance at the water's fide, that mighe have much diftrafted their 
proceeding, till they had made fom good progreſi in their exe- 


rong 
anely upon Tretie for ſendingof forces , which were noc like 
co arrive ſo ſoon bat that they mighe wichour deal allo 
with chem, They then let Them, as well as the Englith, taſte of 
their humanitic, 'as to all their guder and gear. And that they 
did not fo genzrally fall vpan their lives is not to bee imparted 
totheir Mercie, becanſ they knew they ſhould die often, or bee 
loag a dying (and feel themElvs to be: ſo) by beeing compelled 
to return into Scoland, believing that tran ſ{migratian t> ber 
worl then that into ebe other _— Aud yetnaw.thf:: Scuts 
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| (ro) 
cart bee all one wich theſe /riſh, againſt the Engliſh, for carryins 
on the Intereſt of their King,according to the Covenant,againſt 
the Common-wealth of England, and preſent Government of 
it; upon whom they beſtow the free expreſſions of their natu- 
ral diale&t, dignifying them with the honorable Epithets of 
 Vhſtarts, and baſeſt-abortive Scum of this Kingdom. This dirt of 
* theirs wee ſhall calt alide , and not trouble our ſelvs to anſiwer, 
onely tell them , there are none in the Government of Englard 
bur are deſcended from Adam, and have no ambition to derive 
themlelys higher. And our envie ſhall never carrie us (againſt 
{o evident demonſtration, as their natural diſpoſition Sp, con- 
ſtant manner of lite hold's out inall their converſ, both among 
themſelvs and towards others) to denie that they may bee deri- 
ved froma ſtem of ſom. hours greater antiquitie, unlefs anſe 
could belizv (notwichſtanding their bodies) that they are the 
Children of that Father, who according to the opinion of ſom 
good Antiquaries, was created before this viſible world. Abor- 
tive and Scumare fit flowers for their inveRtive; notwithſtand- 
ing the Abortion (for the Scum wee ſhal not touch, beeing pro- 


perly theit own) there hath been ſtrength enough to chaſtize' 


them , through the aſſiſtance of God, to whom the crie of 
blood is aſſcended; and from whoſe moſt juſt and irrefiftable 
hand more judgments then one purſue's both them and the 
whole familie that they pretend to advance. They feem to bee 
ſorrie the Scots have no ftrong holds in their hands in Vlfer, 
but that they are deprived thereof by the fubtiltie of the Engliſh. 
Indeed when they began to unice with them by the ſetting on of 
their Prieſts at Belfaſt, under that ridiculous ſtalking horſl of the 
King's Intereſt, it was time tounkennel that vermin. ' And hee 
{hould bee verie credulous that could believ that the Tri would 
have left them in perpetual quiet poſleſlion; eſpecially if they 
{hall but contider how: George Monroe, who had: contrafted a 
better underſtood agreement with them, and came with his 
forces from among them, uſed the reſt of the Scot's partie. But 
this is too mach for opening of their eies who will bee blinde; 
let them go together till they fall together under the ruines 
which they pretend to ſupport. 

But their nextp:ng of good nature -is veric remarkable , by 
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the viotent working whereof they cannot choof but wondrous 
renderly take it ſadly to beart,and arefull of fear, thet cre long 
none of the Scortifh either Gentrie or Commonaltie will bee ſuffered to 
inhabit in that Province, bordering upon their native Kinydem of Scot- 
land. Poor Scots ! can yee ſwallow theſe Gudgeons ? do yee 
think the [ri do fo pertettly love your companie for Pres/yte- 
rie and Covenants fake? orfor what other good qualitie is it 
that they would never yet take notice of, that yee are becom ſo 
dearto them ? Is there never an one remaining of all their an- 
cients Clan's or Septs, that can derive a title to the land in that 
Province? They were wont to keep their pedigree well enough 
without anHeraylt's-office; And took a conrſ their families might 
not bee extin& for want of Progenie , which were never uſed to 
bee differenced among them by that nice diſtintion of Natural 
and Legitimate children : 'tis hard to bee believed bat ſom of 
their ſpawn would at one time or other pretend|a Title, and 

(notwithſtanding this fame new dearneſs upon your Kings ac- 
count) had rather have yoar room, than your companie there; 
and that they will make you believ too , had they none <Iſto 
fear or defend chemſel]vs againſt, bit the Scots in Viſter, or their 
aſſiſtance from Scotland. 

But how come's Emerus Cloughenfis their Biſhop-General (if 
at leaſt the Declaration bee his work, the weakneſs whereof 
agree's not with ſuch parts, 2s report hath given him) to bee in 
this hamor of propheſying ? Perhaps his furie hath tranſpor- 
ted him into an «xtaſie 3 or hath heated him to a temper of va- 
ticination; or rather , perhaps it is for that hee ſee's in policie 
and prudence it ought to bee ſo; and therefore beJceving thart it 
will, hee habic's his expreſſion with the mantle of ſear and ſor- 
row, to ſerv a turn withall for once upon thoſe wretched 
Scots. But however it were no ſhame to bee tauzhr of an Ene- 
mie; at leaſt wee may well let them bee our Remew brancers,and 
as ſoon as may bee make good thofe 7riſb fears, and remove thoſe 
Scots, if not out of the Land , yet atlcaſt fo far trom the Sea as 

they may keep no correſpondence with the reſt of their Nation, 
which yet, in ſpight of all, wi)l have this of favor,that it they 
live within Land, they will bee out of the view of thoſe ſtores 
that moſt needs awaken their memories to unpleaſons ſvg- 
geſtions, B 3 At 
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At laſt they com to ſpeak out without any implication fur 


. the removal ofall mi{-canſtruRion of their paſt or future atti- 


ons, Declaring in the ſight of God and the world , their intentions 
and reſolutions to the laſt man, with their lives, eſtates and fortunes, to 
endeavor the advancement and preſervation of bis Majeſtics ſervice 
axd intereft in that Kingdom, and of all thoſe whoever that proſeckte bis 
quarrel upon tbe condition of the free exerciſe of their Religion ; Be- 
hold the ground af their formerand future ſervice to this King 
at Scotland , and to his Father ; And the price of the Maſlacre 
and Aflatſnetion of the Engliſh, and of the preſent union and 
z ood underttanding between the Scots in Viſter and them. They 
will bee equal too, they will give, as well as take a libertie 19 
anie perſon of what Nation or qualitie ſoever (fo hee adhere to their 
King )' to exerciſe and imbrace his or tbeir own profe[sion or Religion. 
They that know them will not bee much taken with thei 

Conceſſions , they have here provided for an evalion without 
comming to their (heat Ancor of fides zon eft bereticis ſervanda. 
They will have free exerciſe of their own Religion , but allow 
onely to exerciſe and imbrace that of others; what mean's the 
emiſſion of that Modification | free} if their intention were 
fair,and the addition off embrace [which, applied to Religion,can 
onely ſignife an interual A&, and may bee, when they pleal, 
interpreted excluſive of outward or publick and free exerciſe : 
But if they mean fair , twcre good they would tell how long 
they have been ofthis minde;or how an lince they received 
2 facyki. to make ſuch a promiſe. Wee did not exſpeitthis holie 
year would have given anie thing of Indulgence to the Hereticks. 
And for fat, wee certainly know they would hardly fut- 
fer Ormend ( though their adored Kings Lieutenant , and General 
ot all his Forces, andtherefore alſo ot their Forces, if they were 
then the Kings Forces) havea Preach made bimin Kilkennie by 
his own Chaplain ( though privately) when hee was lately 
there among them, alchough perhaps there would have been 
but little difference between one of their Preachments and his. 
And © will bee veric hard for them togive an aſſurance that will 
binde thae they thall not do the like hereafter by the cots, or 
aniceli who tru them. They conclude they will make no 
eittinftion nor dificrence between taemſelvs , and as A 
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the Scots Nation, or anie other that ſhall now, upon their invt- 
ration (which they do with beart and band) join in their Kings j®1- 
vice, or anie waie contribute to, or countenance the ſame. And 
wee believ there will bee nodifference put berween them , by 
this Commonwealth, and the Governors and Forces of it. Eut as 
they together have eſpouſed the Intereſt, and carrie on the de- 
figns of the declared Enemie of this Commor-wealth ; ſo they 
mult exſpe@ to bee uſed as Enemies ; and therefore let them no 
longer impoſe upon the world, with the difſimulation ot a Re- 
ligious Intereſt , and complain of a perſecution for conſcience 
fake. This Declaration gf theirs having taken off that mask, 
And taken away from them the pretence of urging their conlci- 
ence for a moderation of puniſhment, or imperration of par- 
don, they having barefaced owned another Intereſt, the fate of 
which they muſt now bee contene to ſaffer; which if it prove 
happie, it is more than ic hath been hitherto. And it is not like 
to thrive much the better for their affiſtance, upon whom their 
black guilt of fo much innocent blood is like to draw an heavie 
vengeance from the juſt hand of that God whohath given ic 
for aLaw to theſe times, when hee had reſled from puniſhing the 
cruelries of the firſt , That bee that ſheddeth mans blood, by man ſhall 
bis blood bee ſhed. And. 'tis neither theirpretences can blinde his 

All-ſceing Eyes, nor any of their of paper or conjundtions: 
avoid the powerful executions of his irrefiſtible Arm, by the 
mightie goings out whereof hee will abate every Pride and Ty- 

rannie that think's to exalc it ſelf againſt the providencial dif 
penſations of his infinite wiſdom carrying on his work , his 


ſtrange work in this laſt period, verging towards the end, and- 


confummation of all things. 
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Ince the former part hereof was in the Preſs,the following Relation 
is com to hand which conteining the Hiſtorie of the proceeding of this 
Iriſh Armie ,. fince their laſt comming ints Uliter , unt: | they were de= 
ſtroxed, Trbought it neceſſarie to publiſh it with their Declaration : 
And the rather , that all men may take notice , that the conſtant going

as ſignal abilitics as this Kingdom afforded, the Biſhop 
of Chegher,a man of a deep judgment,quick apprehenfi- 
oft, indefatigable ſpirit, readie executions and then 
qualified with.as handſom a compacted Armic to atu- 
ate his deſigns, as I have ſeen in this Kingdom. Hee 
wasthe Iriſh Adam; for they ſtood and fell in him. 

It was the 14 of April,that my Lord Preſident ren- 
dezyouz'd the forces quartered'in the Zaggen, havi 
fent Orders to Colonel Yewables to do the like with—- 
thoſe quartered in the Claneboys, appointing their gene- 
ral rendezvyouz about Charlewont with all ſpeed, The 
Enemie with noleſs vigilance draweth to an head abour 
Moriaglan., ſecking' to make good ſom quarter about 
Cha tement, whereby to diſappoint the Conjuntion of 
our forces. My L.Prefident reſolv'sto advance upon the 
Biſhop,8 to cruſh his Armiec before it grew to finewey.

In this inftant of time my Lord underſtand's that a 
Partie of the Biſhops had ſurprized the Caſtle and Fort

The Biſhop was too hard a match for anie one of 
them, although my Lord Prefident with the Lag gar 
forces , an&his Brother. Audly Coots Regiment of Hors 
kept the field againſt him, held him up, and dailie with 
his horſ "rode to ſeek advancage npon him ; but could 


neither finde, nor force anie;; his quarters were too .

Now the Biſhop advan- 
ceth and keepeth the Mountain-way from Charlemount 
to Dangeven(the rn the ordinarie Map wil ſhew you) 
by which means ſtill Venabls & my Lord are disjoyned; 
My Lord Prefident not able onthat ground to ſerv with 
his horſ , ſent - Orders to all the Countrie toput over 
their goods & remove themſelys on this ſide Lowgh-foyle, 
by which means the Biſhops Armie was ſtreightned for 
ViRuals, and the Corn being in the ground the Coun.

My Lord Preſident encamped on the 
other fide of the River of Strabane and Neauf at 28 
miles diſtance from Dungeven, twice or thrice beat up 
his Guards : but the Biſhops. Armie was all. encamped. 
upon a ſhaking bogg..-My Lord Preſident. had, upon his 
retiring from the Owagh,commanded.Major King with: 
three Troops of horſ to Eleskillin, and: Major Read with 
300 foot bath to Garriſon the place , and to make a di-. 
vifion by falling ao their Quarters, and to cut of their 
Convoyes of ViRuals ,:and the dailie recruits the Bi-. 


hop exipeBes och was performed by Major. King , 
with much diligence.  _ 0 nw of pode 
The maſter-point yas all this while how to-work-a.

ſolved, if it could bee effeed, immediately to put it to 
a day : and the Biſhop knew not well how to enter the 
Countrie, or ar leaſt feared it,my Lord ſoordering him- 
ſelf, thar nothing could bee got without fighting , and 
that upon diſadvantage, my Lord being now upon the 
Defenſive, There is a paſſagecloſe under Lifford cal- 
led Clanlee, fordable over Lough foyle , though verie 
much diſuſed. The Biſhop over this intended to fall in 
behinde my Lord.and ſo ro ſhut him our of the Coun- 
tric. This that the Biſhop thought his maſter-piece, my 
Lord Preſident made uſe of to his deſtruction ; for my 
Lord difſembled the knowledg of it : and my Lord 
under pretence that the Souldterie did ſtraggle into 
the Countric-houſes, beeing ſo neer, adviſ'd them to re- 
tire behind Breag-dough,another ſtrong paſs behinde this 
Chanlee 3 miles , and made himſelf readie, that affoon

MING ſhould finde nothing but trouble; and that now 
Venables men-being readic at Colerain, ſhould march to 
Derry , and fo ferry over.

Clanlee-foard , they thought the Countrie loſt, when 
it was the firſt ſtep to his ſafety.” The Biſhop, to carrie 
his intention the cloſer , marched up paſt Clazlee to Stra- 
bane, as if hee would force his paſſage upon my Lord 
that way. My Lord ſend's partiesoverthe River ;Skir- 
miſherth, bear's his Horſ ro their Foat: ſo the rip 
retire*s as if hee would encamp aboye clazlee, and , af 
tera little halr., ruſheth into the Lough wich Horſ and 
Foot: at the ſame inſtant my Lord Preſident riſeth , 
and marchethto park emi. » forwhich paſs the Ii 
ſtrove hard>My Lord diſpatcheth away to colerain for

Claneboys men to advance to Derry, andthat hee woul, 
engage the Enemiz ſo , that he ſhould not return to ſto 
them. The Biſhop was veric angrie to bee thus deluded;: 
drawe's all his horſ and foot into Batralia, as it hee 
would give batrell , faceth my Lord Preſident, My 
Lord drew up his, who had onlie his own Regiment of 
Horſ, and four Troops of Col. Rich. Coors ( his other 
being with major Kixg ) and about zoo. Countric horſ 
commanded by Colonel Sanderſon, and about a 1000 
foot of his own Regiment , and his brother Colonel 
Thomas Coots Regiment , they continued 9 or 10 hours 
pickering : my Lord Prefident had 'no reaſon to fight, 
tor hee was ſure to have the acceſſio n of Yexables forces 
ſpeedily; So the Biſhop towarasevening began to draw 
off his Armic towards the Paſſ: my Lord well ſup- 
poſing that the Biſhop(finding that hee had no ways ad- 
vantag'd himſelf ) might draw overto prevent the con- 
junure with Yen ables,fell to a diſpute with the Biſhop 
in hotf-logick , charging him home with 4 Troops of 
horſ, which the Iriſh verie pgallantly recieved: in it 
Captain Tailor of our fide was kil'd inthe midſt of their 
Pikes, Capt. Carchert ſhot very dangerouſly , and a-- 
bout 8 Troopers : the Enemie loſt about 60 men. .and- 
diverſ ſorely wounded. The hor charges from ſo ſmall 
a partie, and in bad ground, made the Iriſh march the 
mountaineſt ground they could find to Lirterkenny , 
my Lord coaſting by them, and keeping the Countric 
under his protection By this time Yenab/es foor being: 
about a 1000 are com to Derry, my Lord and they are: 
joyn'd, & they advance upon the enemic now at Litter- 
kenty.My Lord underſtanding thatthe Biſhop had ſent 
offapartic into Kilmacreneantoitake.in Dee,810 fetch in: 
ptvifion,thought it nor fit to letthe oppontupitie lipof* 
| | fighting 
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fighting him : fo upon the 21 Jereat Schear follis two miles 
above Litterkenxy , they both imbatrail'd; the Iriſh were abour 
4000 foor and 400 hori , my Lord Piefident about 2coo foot 
and 800, horſe, the Iriſh were 1 groſs Battalia's my Lord dre 
up his in ſmal ones handſomly. diſpol'd ro ſuccotir one ano- 
ther. The forlorns incounter fiercely on borh ſides , rill ar laſt 
all hands were ingag'd at puſh of Pike , . and clubbing of Muſ- 
kers , the Gronnd was ſuch that my Lords horſ, nor the Ene- 
mies could encounter each other, or my Lords hor charge 
their foot , but the ſmalneſs of my Lords diviſions, were eafilic 
rallied , moved nimblie , whilſt the Enemies groſs of infantrie 
fought themſelvs into a rout, and ar laſt into a flight : but whar 
horf my Lord order'd fora reſcue , followed the execution, 
which was asnoble a one,& viorious as ever was in this King- 
dom. They loſt all their Arms and proviſions of the field. They 
have loſt all their Officers and all their men. My Lord Preſi- 
dent hath madea Liſt which I have fenr you, but Sir,'tisimpoſ- 
fible for him to know it, forthe execution hath been 33 miles 
from the place hee fought in;for Major Kg being at Elleske!lin 
with thoſe Iriſh , fellon by my Lord Prefidents orders ſent to 
him , upon the defeat berwixt that and the 0mazh, and hath 
flain manie hundreds , and after my Lord had compleated his 
Liſt, Major King took the Biſhop on the 25 of this moneth 
and 200 horf, and ſcatter'd and kil'd all the reſt, who eſcaped 
the executionof the field: it's poſſible thar a fortnight hence wee 
may know the Officers; But I, who have ſpoken with the pro- 
tefted people am certain ,tharthey can not learn of a 1co men 
eſcapid , and fom 3 or 4 Officers, whereof Sir Philem 0neale, 
and Alex, Mac-donnell(the Earl of Aztrims brother are two : my 
Lord Preſident loſt one Captain about ſeven men, Col, Fexnicks 

ſhot, Major Hary Gore ſhor, Captain Gore and Enfien Gere hurr 
with Pikes; and ſom common Souldiers hurt at puth of Pike. 
The holds of Bellicaſtle,and Dungeven, aud Liford which they 


had 
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had fortified, they have quitted. Thus God hath wrought a 
great deliverance, firſt ro us intheſe parts, who, certainly ifmy 
Lord had miſcarried,had been al pur ro the ſword;and next un- 
to the whole Kingdom, this beeing the Armado the 1rifb relied 
upon. Tt was not onely the greateſt ſtrength of Foot rhis King- 
dom of Ireland had, but that Foot likewiſe whoſe merir they 
eſteemed muTh, Ls 
Thele were the firſt that began the Rebellion, that continu- 
edit,and theſe are they (praifed bee GoJ) that have ended it. 
My Lord Prefidentis immediately for the field, though theſe 
ten weeks hee harh been in conſtant ation, and I am ſure put 
toas hard ſtreights to preſerv the Province of ifter,as ever anie 
one hath been; and truly an ordinarie ſpirit would have faint- 
ed under the work. His experierce is beſt able to repreſent his 
own wants, though they are palpable enovgh ; no man ever 
ſerved maſters upona cheaper rate ; md had notthe forces under 
him acleer apprehenſion of his {clf-racking ro ſupplie them, 
the affairs in Ireland, by my dial , would have gon back manie 
degrees. S*,though TI havetired you, you would bee content 
to read another yolume to the ſame tune: a ſharp and well ſup- 
plied proſecution end's this work this Sommer, in humane ap- 
rance. How much my Lord Prefident hath contributed ro 
1 within this half year, obteining two ViRories, .in the firſt a- 
gainſt S* George Monroe, in which hee ſpoil'd all the horſ of 
Connauzht and Hiſter beſides the {laughter hee made of rhe foot; 
and in this clean one, which left no gleanines but ſuch as Major 
King gathered up, envie itſelf muſt confeſs. I ſhall onely add” 
my obſervation, The infſtabilitie of my Lord Preſident's friend- 
{hip with this H/fer Armie, for about this rime twelv-moneth 
the heads ofthis Armie were at my Lord Prefident's table and 
now their heads are upon the gates and market-place of Derrie,a 
dear otdinavic and great iztrreft for the forbearance. It ſeem's 
my Lord know's how to borrow crutches,and then burn them.
